There is no 
mistaking the tneaning of these types, which clearly dlade to a 
naval victory won by the king. It might &eem at ftrsi. sight that 
this victory must have been won nn the open sea.

III tke Kfibnl Valley the Helleiiic race held emt for a Eontury later, 
oni.Q Kadpkises L led the nuited tribes of Yuch-clii against tkeni;^ 
and, after vonqnishing tliemj mled tho conntryj at fir^t in conjunction 
with tho Insi Idng, HcnmicMj, and finally in liii place.

To emmp nil these reigns iuto- ihv 
spiDc of thirty years^ D.fl. IdO—ISO^ is an nnrea^ooahle pmceeditig. 
Moreover the forms of letters oa some of the ceiaa^ those of Zoilas, 
NicioSp and HernuieiiSj, entirely proeloilo tti from assigning them to 
so early n period as B.c, ISD they mast be quite a century bter.

And tbe coijiS| La thiti Confirming Chinese taatimcinj^ show that 
tha tribe of Yuelmhi to which KadphLses belonged was the tribo 
oT Eushsn^ alrendy mentioned on the last page. 

This knowledge is vaJoablo; but it leaves ns in Ignoranoo on 
many points. We are still nnjxware to what tribes belonged tho 
barbArons ralers of India in tins ago wbo did not come in w'ith 
Kadphiaes. ^[adea| Axes, and their sueeeseorai who established n 
kingdom in Endia^ us wo slmll heresiler i 0 O| bororn the days of 
liortnoeaSj do not appear to 1mve been Yueh^hi; and wo sro quite 
in doubt as to tho connexions of Gondopharcs mid othe r nil era.

Any attempt finullj toarmngo the kings in dynastic Hats by menus 
of the types and legends wliicU fcboj use is destined 
to failure, Tlio kings did not inherit those thiDgs, 
but adopted them according to fancy or conve- 
niencei One or two iustemcea be sufliciont ter 
ostablii^h tbt&i. Tliat Hcboclea wns sou and sta censor of EuemtLjea 
is jjcrbhpa tbo most certain fact in Biuctririu hiatory. Yet he docs 
not resemble TMcmtidcs iu LLa title {fiiWaioe fur ho does not 

wear the same holmot^ nor use the sarue types. In the two last 
respects DemetriuB differs from. hU father Euthyddmus, On tbo 
other liaiid^ DiodotuSj who rofoltciJ againfit Antiochus H+j retained 
the types o^tbo Syrian king^ Tbeso instances are sufHcient to proTc 
that identity of typt^a between two kings is no proof of tlseir rela¬ 
tion to OPQ anotherj nor is divergouce of types any proof that they 
wero not rokitcd. Still less can we draw any conclnsions fraui the 
form of n hcluipt or tho adoption of n titlu. 

Perli.'ips the most tfnggestive approximation of types Ls that which 
appears when wo comparo the rare coins of Agulbecleiaj wifo of 
StratOt with those of Euthydemtis. They bear on tho rovereo the 
HJimo typo, Herablo^ seated^ which is not usual in tho Bnctrbn 
scries. It is almoat certain that Agnthacleia mast Imre been » 
kitig^fl daughter and Iteiresg ; otherwise, as vtd know from the coina 
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of Greek kiDgiSi her jmmG wgalj scarcely h^VD appeared on the 
ccin* Thnt islio deaceod^d from Eufchydemns is Uienifcpre vet^ 
likely. Wo twTO already seen that kiog Agnthoelea was probably son 
of Eethydemos; AgathocteU may well have bsea hia grand-daughter, 
or otherwiso related to h!iii+ Snt in this kind of argument there 
are obviously iho greatest riska; aad we wiU attempt; it to no 
second iiLBtaj]co. 

A large find of coius of the kings from Heliocles to Hermaous 
EvldfiSK* oc was discovered soine years ago at Sonipat;^ aiu) no 
Bottiptt find. tlian 703 specimens havo been weighed hy 

Gen. CDuninghamt who hiis acutely BUggested that the order of tho 
reigiiB may bo gathered by n considemtluu of tho araoniit of 
Avoight lost in oircnlatiou by tho coyas of dilforent ktiigs, thoao 
kings whose coins nro most worw being uaturally supposed to ho 
tlie earliest.

«pito of the diligent elfortB of General Cunningham^ whosa want of 
success* m the matter seems to prove that eneceai is not possible^ 
at lefist in th© present state of knowledga on the subjects And the 
details of the types adopted by varions kings help us no more iti 
determining the locality of their rule than in assigning their lino 
of dcBqontp 

Wfl can, however, make. a few roagh divisions of territory^.

'J’bo recorded fiod-spots of cofna are Itoi^over Buffiewnt to give na 
Kb idea of the extent of the Creek kingdom in India, Cuiinmgliam 
atates that cojub of ApoWodotua are found »a far Honth ns Kaudabar 
iiud Sindh, and those of Menander na far mat M ilntliura ou tbo 
Jnmna. And them appear to he proofs, in Sanskrit litemlu™* 
that Ek Greek rnler fperhnps McBniider) htysteged Ayodhya and 
Patoli-ptitra {Oudt nud Patna). But tbeac expansioDs wero 
temporary, and there ia no doubt that the only diatriote which 
were really nelkcizcd were the Kabul Valley and the western 
Panjub* 

Coins of Antiiileidas, ApoUodotus, Menniider, Lysins, 
machus IL, Diomedee, Arehehins, nnd IleniJJMnm, were found by 
hhissont in the course of ft few years at Begbrami and Bincc his 
time coins of Epauder, Dionysias, SJoiluH, Amyiilaa, and othEsr kinga 
have luien found in the same region, if not on the same site, The 
kings uienHoned, and probably others of Greek race, must aU haro 
reigned in tlic Kabul kulley- 

Witlv tho Greek kings we huve plnced one of Indian aaine, 
Ranjahula, whoso coins resemble tlioso of Strato,

with llmt king. Ho may have been a mtrap of Strato, who asserted 
his mdependenco. Hie ooina have bmn fonnd in the rastora

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TLp bfirboTona kings wbo make tkeir ftppcamnee in India ftftor 
the destmcstion of the Grei^k kingdotus present 
ewm greater diflScoItios ef nrmngoniont than do 
the Greek kinga themaelves, Between the eastern expedition ef 
DlfBcttltitf of AmtiocliiiM nL^ in b-C- 203, ajjd the crrti o£ Kanet-kea. 
ChittMlfigy. hb fixed* to a,d, 78, there is no 

nkfiolntelj fixed point, and we aro rcdneed to nrguniQiita of moro 


probability. 

Of all the coins of tlio barbaTOnn mlejrfl, tJiO^O of Mnnea nro 
the carlieHt in style. Von Sallot reniiirks that tbo 
copper coins of tMa king are like thosa of Demottins 
and Apollcitiotns* and belong to a poriod not much later than that 
of thofio kings. In the forins of Greek lottora, and the atjla of 
art, bia coins aru tnperior not only to thoBO of Henoaaas, hat also 
to those of kings aach as 55oiliis nnd Xicks. It is impo^Biblo to 
plflco King Manofl at a laler data tlian tho middle of the first 
centary i]*G* And it is an interesting fact, Yoncliad for by 
Cnnniaghans, that hi^^ eoina are found in the Panjab onljj especially 
the NAV. part of it, and pot tn AfghanblAH. Wo mast sopposo 
tliat ho ruled over somo Scythsc invadar^, who had entered India 
not throagh tho Kabul VaUay.bnt threagh Kashmir or Nepal, while 
ihe country to the west of Peshawar was ruled by coatenaponiry 
Greek kings. At present the Pmscs bntwaaa Kashmir and 
Yarkand are but little used;, bat it is stated tlmt tho Kamkoram 
Pjiss is open all the year round; and tho ir&do between India 
nnd Yarkand bj that roate baa of lata year a greatly incrcas^d^ 
And wa know that in old times Ksahgor woa fiir more thickly 
peopled tkiii at present It is also a mattor of history that Nepal 
tnoro thau once been invaded by Chincdo aTxnica. It would 
appear likely that at tho time of the conqncst oT Bactrb by tho 
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Yaeli-clii, na to wliicli somotbing lifts bwn enid idrendy, nliottl 
n»o. 130, ftoino tribe of tlmt raco or Bome otber Scytliic liordo 
passed son tL ward tbrougU KusbwiF or Nopal j otid after unbibing 
somotbing of drock civil iaation. and learoing tbe Greok Iftftgni^t 
Buocccdfsd during tlia declino of tbo Giwk power uflor Mcnaudur 
in eatfiblialiiiig n kingdom to tho oast of the Indus, of which Monos 
WAS (bo first lulor, 

Ayfut WAS, nooording to gcuorul consont, tho aacce*aor of Miiuea. 

Von Sallcrt snggosts that bo wns hia son, nnd Jtuds 
on coinii of itKcs, witli liesitatidn, tho legend 
YMAVa, which mnj sUmd for *ri4c Mutisu, Ai«« was certainly 
oflutor dntQ than Mnaoe, ns the forms of bis iiiHcriptions and tho art 
of Ills coins testily. His ujonoy also is not^fonnd to tho west of 
Jakliibad,' it is therefore likely that he did not greatly estetid lUo 
doialniocB of llAncs, thoogb the eslroordinary imaiborof bis coins 
tesUfioa to his wealth mid power. Axes strikes in conjunction, 
witli Aspavarma, Aiilises, Yoaoncs, and Bpalirisos^ and VonoaM 
in oonjutiPtion with Spnlahorca and Spnlngadames. Tlus shows 
that Aaea. Anlifies, Vononcs, and tho Spaliriscs gronp, of whom 
wo shall speak presently, all boloag to ono timo and to a 
flinglo group of kings. But Vonone* aad Spalirisoa floom, from 
tho find-spots of their coins, {jcrtainly to have reigned in Kahul: 
they may bAVC ruled Lbero and boca tributary to Ams ; but how 
they coeskted with tho latest Oreek kinga and the invaders 
fcom Bactrin, the kings of the Kadp^sea lino, wo are onablo to 
clcti^rcitiio*

(xvi. S), holding in one Land a patera, in tlio other a wheel, who 
seems to bo the origiiud of the still more oatluadish figure of A^ca* 
coins (xviii. 10, 11) f a radiate Aitetais, with veil flying round her 
head (kvi. -t) ; ft draped goddess, bearing a CTesoent on her head, 
and standing between two alara; and sereral DtUais. Still more 
original is the type (xvi 0), where a seated Zeas giaapH in his 
oxteiided hand, not, as usual, a Victory (viL 9) or a thunderbolt 
(vii. 5), but ft being who seenas an imperBonalicm of the thunderbolt, 
and stands in the midst of it ; as well as the type (svil 2) where a 
uymph, perhaps a Maenad, stands grasping two stems of vino. 
Manes’ successors, Assea and Azllisea, use types of the same class. 
A careful consideration of these facts will ceuvinee us that by aemo 
menus or other Maues nnd his race secured the seirices of artists 
who hod been instructed by Greeks, but were not restricted by 
Greek traditionB. In foot, in these ooina ive have the sub remaining 
relics of an intercating school of art, one of many which existed in 
Asia in tho first contniy e-C., and which hnvo passed away almost 
without baring any tnomorial. It would further seem, that kings, 
who were the patrons of art, and understood lliu Greek laugonge, 
must hftvo been conaiderablj softened and refined by contact with 
civilized neigUbonra.

To speak of Partliina types on coins at all may seem a misnomer,

himself: in these matters tlioFiirtlimns were imitators of the tSreeka. 
But thero nra^ notwithstauding^ certain types of deitiesj^ and a cortaiii 
stvb of art^ which we Iciim to associate with the coins of Porthin; 
and when we can tmeo these on toim issned in India^ a prcstimption 
arises that the king who issued tlietn was of Parthian Bteck. For 
example^ the jiortriiiljs of Parthian kings ^ bearded^ and wearing tho 
dtademBi have quiU? a diatinct aspect; ^nd we find this aspect in tho 
portmiy of Gondoplinrcflj Pacores, Orthagnes, and Sanabaros^ The 
type which represents tt Gty crowning the king, which occurs, on tho 
money of Phraatea TV. and aubser^tieciit kings oT Parthin, ia used by 
ZL'ionisoB (pL xxiii 4 ); and Nike* who is conliniuilly present oo 
Parthian coioBj is quite a foaturo also on cur pi. xxhuj which eontiiiiii 
coina of the kings of this group.

Had these coinB been anepigrapkons, 
their interpretation would bavo baffled all ingennlty; but fortuiifttelj 
the nainea of the vaiions deitiea represented nre written beside theut 
in Cb^ck ehantctOTBi only aomcwbnt dia^tiiaed by being croabed into 
Soytbion forms. On theso typos two important papers hui^e boon 
pnbliidiedi one by Mr. ffhomns^ and ono by Dr. HDffiiiaun.t 
Tbough the preaont writer docs not pretend to the lingnistie know¬ 
ledge of eitber of tbeso scbolnrs, he ventures to discuss their results 
from the numismatio point of view and ibab of comparative
